The Indulgences mentioned in this Directory, are 
for all the Diſtricts. 

Note, The Maſs is ſaid of a Sunday or Feaſt, unleſs 
it be a Semi-double, Simple, or Feri:; for then it 
may be ſaid in Black for the Dead, or a Votive one 
may be ſaid for ſome Sa nt, or Feſtival, except within 
a privileged Octave, ſuch as the Oaave of Chriſtmas, 
Epiphany, Holy Week, Eaſter, Whitſuntide, Corpus 
Chriſti, and ſome other particular Days. | 

Sometimes the Colour at Veſpers is different from 
that of the Morning, becauſe they are made of the 
following Feaſt, with the Colour belonging to it.

E are told by the ancient Solitaries, that 1n the 
6 time of the perſecution, (of Galerius) there was 
a perſon whoſe name was Apollonius, whoſe merit and 
virtue were recompenſed with deaconhood. He was 
\ conſtantly going from cell to cell, and from monaſtery 

to monaſtery, to exhort the brethren to martyrdom, 
and to inſpire them with his fortitude and courage. 
Being ſeized himſelf and impriſoned, ſeveral pagans 
came thither to inſult him, and to have the whimficel 
and deteſtable pleaſure of blaſpheming againſt God in 
his preſence. Of that number was a certain player up- 
on the flute, who was called Philemon: this man, who 
had rendered himſelf agreeable to the people by his 
ſongs and his buffooneries, was deſirous of meriting 
{till more their good graces, affected to ſay all man- 
ner of injuries to the holy deacon, He called him 
villain, impious, ſeducer, a man, in fine, who merit- 
ed the public hatred. Apollonius gave him no other 
anſwer, but: I pray God, my ſon, that he may par- 
don you all your paſſions, and may not impute to you 
as a fin, the injurious words which you utter againſt 
me. Philemon was touched with the moderation of 
that holy Solitary, and in the very moment felt, that - 
theſe few words had made an impreſſion upon his heart, 
which had ſomething in it ſupernatural and divine ; 
ſo that he being no longer able to reſiſt that violent 
emotion, declared aloud that he was a chriſtian, This 
declaration made a noiſe, and was very ſoon carried to 
. the

the ears of the judge. He himſelf approaching to 
the tribunal, ſaid boldly to him, in the preſence of a 
croud of people that ſurrounded him: you act as a 
bad judge, when you puniſh innocent people, men 
who love God, are holy and religious: the chriſtians 
are irreprehenſible in their doctrine as well as in their 
manners. The judge, who knew that Philemon was 
a man who made it his buſineſs to cauſe laughter, and 
to be diverting upon every thing, thought at firſt that 
he was meditating ſome buffooniſh ſcene ; but at 
length diſcerning that he ſpoke ſeriouſly, he ſaid to 
him : you have loſt your wits, Philemon, and you are 
out of your good ſenſes. It is not I, anſwered Ph:- 
lemon, who have loſt my wits, but it is yourſelf. Yes, 

an unjuſt fury poſſeſſes p ou, and makes you ſhed the 
blood of a multitude of good people. For my part, 

I declare to you that I am a chriſtian : and be it known 

to you, that there are no men upon earth who are 

comparable to them in goodneſs, The judge at firſt 

. endeavoured to bring him back by the means of careſſes 

and flatteries; but finding this was to no purpoſe, he 

had recourſe to violence, tho' with as little ſucceſs.

T N the mean time they learn that the change of 
Philemon had happened only ſince Apollonius had 
ſpoken to him. Upon this preſumption they put 
Apollonius upon the rack; he is treated as a ſeducer, 
and puniſhed as ſuch. Would to God, ſaid the holy 
man, in the midſt of his torments, that you, O judge, 
and all you that hear me, would ſuffer yourſelves to 
be thus ſeduced. What a happy ſeduction would it 
be for you, how deſirable is ſuch an error! The judge 
hearing him ſpeak in this manner, condemned him to 
be burnt with Philemon. They enter into the fire 
with ſmiling countenances, and Apollonius was heard 
praying in the midſt of the flames in theſe terms : O 
Lord, abandon not to the fury of wild beaſts the ſouls 
of thoſe that believe in thee, but ſhew that thou art 
truly their Saviour, No ſooner had the Saint finiſh- 
ed his prayer, than, in the fight of the judge, and of 
all the people, a cloud deſcended upon the pile, and 
entirely extinguiſhed the fire of it. This wonder cauſed 
4 prodigious aſtoniſhment in their minds; to ſuch a 
| degree that the judge and the people cried out all to- 
| gether : the God of the chriſtians is great, he is im- 
| mortal, he is the only and the true God. The prefect 
| of Alexandria having had knowledge of this whole af- 
fair, became, if this expreſſion may be allowed, moe 
| cruel than himſelf, and exceeded his ordinary cruelty, 
| he ſent commiſſioners to the places, to inform againit 
the judge and the people, who were converted at the 
ſight of the miracle which we have mentioned, and 
to bring them loaded with chains to Alexandria. But 
thoſe who had the order to arreſt them, found them- 
ſelves convinced by the diſcourſe of Apollouias, which 
was rendered ſo efficacious by grace, that thoſe per- 
ſons having received the faith with all their hearts, 
which he announced to them, delivered themſelves to 
the prefect with thoſe whom they had brought, and 
_ confeſſed openly that they were chriſtians. The pre- 


fect terrificd with ſo many converfions, and provoked

at the generous reſiſtance which theſe new faithful 
made againſt him, he ordered them all to be thrown 
into the bottom of the ſea, that impious man not 
knowing that he made ſo many chriſtians of thoſe 
who were but catechumens before. For, in a word, 
it was leſs death than baptiſin which they received in 
the waves. „ | | : 

However their bodies, by a moſt particular diſpo- 
ſition of Providence, were driven upon the ſhore by 
the waves, and taken away by the faithful whom cha- 
rity had brought to that place. They were all laid in 
one grave, where divers miracles were daily wrought, 
thoſe martyrs being always ready to receive the vows 
and the prayers of thoſe who have recourſe to their 
interceſſion, which they never employ with God in 
Vain, |

A Diſcourſe of St. Aﬀeriue 3 the 1 of 
St. Euphemia, Anno Domini 307. 


RET HRE N, ſome days ago as I was reading 
Demoſthenes, I by chance met with one of his 
fineſt pleadings. It was that in which he urges Equi- 
nas in a ſtrong and ardent manner, and where he feems 
to overwhelm that dangerous adveriary under a heap 


of enthymemes. I even felt myſelt oppreſſed and fa- 
| r1gued

tigued with the length of my reading, and J perceived 
that I ſtood in need of a little walk to refreſh myſelf 


after ſo cloſe an application. Therefore J departed” 


from my houſe, and walking fome time in the great 
place with two or three perſons of my acquaintance, 


I went into the church to pray at eaſe. Paſſing un- 


der one of the port coes, I was ſtruck with the beauty 
of a picture which I ſaw there, and which was em- 
panelled in the wainſcot. One would take it for x 
work of Euphranor, or of ſome other of thoſe famous 


painters of antiquity, who painted nothing but finiſh- | 


ed pieces, and who knew ſo well how to give life and 
motion to all their figures. You may read this if you 
pleaſe ; bat fince I find myſelf at leifure, I will en- 
deavour to make an exact deſcription of that excellent 
piece. We orators have our colours and our pencils, 
as well as the painters. | 
A virgin — — to God is the principal perſon- 
age in it, and her death is the ſubject of it. Her 
name was Zuphemia. When the perſecution was the 
moſt violent againſt the chriſtians, that illuſtrious vir- 
gin gave her life to Jeſus Chriſt. Thoſe among her 
citizens who made profeſſion of the ſame religion as 
ſhe did, charmed with the holineſs of her life, and 
with the generoſity of her death, have erected a tomb 
for her near the church. There it is that every ycar 
they render public honours to her, the concourſe is 
prodigious, and all the people celebrate the day of the 
victory of Euphemia there with great rejoicings, as 
a feſtival in which all the people take a ſhare, Ex- 
cellent preachers are not wanting, who make the elogy 
of the Saint, and who by fine and eloquent diſcourſes 
honour her memory. They take care to teach their 
auditory the circumſtances of the combat, which ſhe 
maintained with ſo much glory againſt the tyrants; but 
a painter alſo was there, who, through a motive of 
piety, drew the ſame hiſtory upon cloth, and the pic- 
ture of it is to be ſeen fixed againſt the wall, and above 
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the tomb of the holy martyr. Behola oor that maſ- 
ter. piece of art contains. 


The governor of the province: appears therein ſeated 


upon a high tribunal, his looks rude and wild are di- 


rected towards the Saint, Wrath ſparkles in one of 
his eyes, and cruelty in the other : for art, when it 
has attained to perfection, makes the paſſions ariſe and 
move, as it pleaſes, in an inanimated matter. On each 
tide of the governor there are ſome officers of Juſtice, 
whom he has called to aſſiſt him in judgment, and at 
his feet are clerks, ſoldiers, and executioners. One 
of them has tablets in one hand, wherein he ſeems to 
be writing the anſwers of the Saint ; ; the other hand 
in which he holds the pencil, is raiſed ſome little 
above the tablets, whilſt he looks at the Saint, lifting 
up his head, with his mouth open, as if he had a 
mind to bid her ſpeak louder and more diſtinctly, for 


fear that hearing her only by halves, he ſhould happen 
to write the things otherwiſe than ſhe has fpoken 
them, and that he ſhould draw upon himſelf ney

= virgin is ſtanding, cloathed in a brown ſtuff; 
| the painter gives her the cloak of a philoſopher, 


as a perſon that makes a particular profeſſion of wiſ— 


dom. She has an agreeable countenance ; but how 


beautiful would her ſoul appear to thole that could 
ſee it in all its perfection. Two ſoldiers lead her to- 
wards the governor: the one pulls her towards him, 
the other ſhoves her behind. There 1s perceived in 
the air of the face, and in her whole countenance, 
both modeſty and firmneſs ; ſhe bows her eyes indeed, 
as not daring to lift them up upon all thoſe men that 
are about her, and alſo fearing to meet their looks; 
but one perceives notwithitanding through that modeſt 
baſhfulnefs, an aſſurance and intrepidity which are the 


effect of the greatneſs of her faith. I confeſs I have 


been more than once enraptured at the fight of a pic- 
ture of Medea, and I could not then be filent upon 
the praiſes of the painter, who had made ſo fine a 
thing ; there we beheld the Princeſs of Cholcos juft 
going to ſlay her two ſons : ſhe lifts up her hand, and 


is ready, it ſeems, to plunge a poniard into their 


breaſts. Piry and anger divide the air and diſpoſition 
of her countenance ; both theſe occupy her at the 


tame time; they appear diſtinctly together there: 


wrath ſeems to be furious and ready to ſhed blood; 


and maternal love appears there alſo abhorring ſo great 


a crime, and begging pardon for innocent ſons. But 
fince I have ſeen the inimitable picture of Euphemia, 

J have no longer any thing but indifference for that 
of Medea. The picture of Eupherna has all my ad- 
miration, and that is a ſmall affair for him who has 
left us ſo perfect a work. He is no leſs admirable in 
the mixture of the paſſions, than in that of the colours; 
he in ſuch a manner tempers genoroſity with modeſty, 
and heightens modeſty with generoſity ſo well, that he 
joins together two motions of the ſoul entirely oppo- 


fte, without producing any contraſt from that union.

Let us continue our deſeription. A little further 
you ſee two executioners half naked diſpoſing them - 
ſelves to torment the Saint. One takes her by the 
head, throws her down, and holds her with his hands, 
whilſt the other forces open her jaws, and daſhes out 
her teeth. There are alſo inſtruments of that puniſh- 
ment there, a little mallet, and a kind of auger. Here 
it is that I can no longer reſtrain my tears, I muſt 
give them leave to flow ; compaſſion alſo ſtops my 
hand, and does not permit me to continue my recital, 
The pencil has repreſented the drops of blood ſo na- 
turally, that you would think you ſee them flowing 
from the lips of the virgin ; and being moved to pit 
thereby, you quickly turn away your eyes filled wh 
tears from thence. The Saint 1s perceived. in one of 
the corners of the picture to be in priſon ; ſhe is pray- 
ing with her hands ſtretched out, as it were to em- 
plore the help of him for whoſe love ſhe ſuffers. That 
fign which the chriſtians are wont to reverence and 
to repreſent every where, 1s over her head, and ſeems 
to deſcend from heaven: I believe it is ſent to her as 
a preſage of her martyrdom. For at ſome diſtance 
from thence, the painter has lighted a great fire, 
whoſe flame ariſes in thick clouds, which are expreſſ- 
ed with ſtrokes extremely natural, and with a deepiſh 
red. The virgin is in the midſt of it, with her hands 
and eyes lifted up towards heaven; neither grief nor 
fear are perceived in her; but on the contrary, a calm 
joy ſhines forth, which makes one judge that ſhe ima- 
gines ſhe is not far from the moment which is to put 
her in poſſeſſion of an eternal happineſs. My pen 
muſt ſtop where the pencil has ſtopt. However you 
may inform yourſelves by your own eyes, if we have 
been faithful in repreſenting to you all the graces and 
beauties of that excellent picture. |

The Martyrdom of St Serenus, ahout the Tear 307. 


SERENUS was a Grecian ; he came to Sirmium, 
and reſolved to ſpend the reſt of his days there ; he 
bought a. garden and. cultivated it himſelf, nouriſh- 
ing himſelf, with the fruits and. pulſe which the: 
ground of that garden. produced. The perſecution be- 
ginning to be ſevere, Serenus concealed himſelf ; but 
at the end of ſome months he returned, and reſumed 
the cultivation.of his trees. One day as he was in his. 
garden, employed in his ordinary labour, a woman, 
who by her appearance ſeemed to be a perſon of rank, 
came thither with two young girls to walk. Serenus 
having perceived her, ſaid to her: Madam, what 
are you looking for? This garden, ſhe anſwered 
him, has ſeemed very agreeable to me, and if you 
pleaſe, I will take a turn or two in it. A woman of 
your rank, replied Serenzs, to be walking at ſuch an 
hour as this! Madam, adds he, this is an undue hour, 
it is noon, and I apprehend that ſome other motive 


than that of walking brings you hither; I am not 


your 
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your affair, believe me, depart immediately, and be 
more regular and more reſerved for the future. 
That woman went out of the garden confuſed and 
foaming with rage, not becauſe ſhe was turned out, 
but becauſe ſhe could not ſatisfy the infamous paſ. 
ſion which had brought her thither. She reſolved to 
be revenged of him from whom ſhe imagined to have 
received ſo great an affront. She wrote therefore to 
her huſband, who belonged to the houſe of the em- 
peror Maximian, and complained to him of a pre- 
tended violence which had been done to her. The 
huſband having received that letter, went to the em- 


peror, and demanded juſtice for his honour abuſed, 


Lord, ſays he, our days are worn out, and our lives 
are conſumed in the ſervice of your maieſty, our wives 
ſind themſelves expoſed to the inſolence of a cor- 
rupter. - The emperor gave him a reſcript addreſſed to 
the governor .of the province, by which he was en- 


Joined to cauſe all manner of ſatisfaction to be made 
to that offended huſband. He departs from the court 


with that order, and goes with all ſpeed to avenge his 
wife of an injury which ſhe had not received. Arriv- 


ing at Hirmium, he goes tothe houſe of the governor, 


and put the reſcript into his hands, I have been 
abuſed, ſays he, in the perſon of my wife, and I de- 
mand a reparation proportionable to the indignity of 


the action. And what is that inſolent man, ſays the 


ernor, who has dared to violate the reſpe& which 
15 due to a lady of that diſtinction, whoſe huſband 


has the honour to approach the perſon of the emperor? 


Let me inſtantly know his name, that I may cauſe 


juſtice to be executed upon him. He is a man, re- 


plied the hufband, whoſe name is Sereuus, a miſerable 


gardener.

And 
how have you eſcaped us, replied the governor, where 
have you hidden yourſelf io well hitherto, and how 
could you diſpenſe yourſelf from facrificing to the 
gods? Providence, replied Serenus, has ordained it ſo, 
and has preſerved me until the preſent, It ſeems in- 
_ deed, that God had rejected me as a ſtone improper to _ 
enter into his edifice ; but he has the goodneſs to take 
me to day in order to place me in it. However, I 
am ready to fuffer all things for his name, that I 
be received into his kingdom amongſt the number 
of his Saints who are there already. This confeſſion 
- provoked the governor to great anger. Ah well, ſaid 
he to him, fince you have been willing to elude the 
edicts of the emperor by flight, fince you have hidden 
yourſelf, that you might not defer to them, and ſince 
vou would not ſacrifice to the gods, for the reparation 
of all theſe crimes you ſhall loſe your head, As 
ſoon as this ſentence was pronounced the Saint was 
taken away, and led to the place of his puniſhment, 
where his head was cut off on the eighth calends of 
March, under the. eternal reign of Jeſus Chriſt, to 
whom be glory and honour in all ages.

HILE AS having been placed upon the tribune, 
Culcian, governor of Alexandria, ſaid to him: do 


you think you can at length become wiſe ? Phzleas 


anſwered him: I believe I have always been wiſe.

Phileas : my choice is taken; it is to ſuffer tor Jeſus 
Chriſt, Then the judges, the procurer of the empe- 
xor, and ail the other officers of juſtice, having joined 
the relations and friends of Phileas, came to embrace 
his knees, conjuring him to have pity on a deſolate 


family, and not to abandon his children at an age 
in which his preſence was ſo neceſſary to them. But 


he, like a rock which remains immoveable without 


ever yielding to the violence of the waves, rejected 


their prayers with contempt ; and lifting up his 
heart to God, he proteſted that he only acknowledged 
the apoſtles and the martyrs for his relations.

MONGST the aſſiſtants there was a tribune of - 
| the army of Egypt, whoie name was PHiloront us. 
This officer ſeeing that Philius reſi ſted with an immove- 
able firmneſs, the prayers and tears ot his relations and 
friends, and that he treed himſelf with much wiſdom 


and preſence of mind from the captious queſtions of 


the governor, without ſeeming cither moved or per- 
plexed, he criea out with ſome fort of indignation : 
why do you endeavour fo obſtinately to overcome the 
generous reſiſtance of this brave man? What uſe w 11 
it be of to you, to render him unfaithful to his God? 
Why would you have him renounce out of mere cm- 
plaiſance? Do you not ſee that his eyes are ſhut 
againſt your teas, and that his ears are deaf to your 
words ? Believe me, a perſon is not much moved 
with a few tears when he conſiders the glory of hea- 
ven. The anger and ſpite which theſe juſt and ſmart 
reproaches excited in the minds of the judges, haſ- 


tened the condemnation of Phileas, in which the gene-

rous Philoromus was comprehended. They were both 


condemned to Ioſe their heads. As they were led to 


puniſhment, the br ther of Phileas, who was one of 


the judges, , ſaid: Phileas begs that his pardon may 
be granted him. This obliged Caleian to recall him, 
and fay to him : do you beg your pardon ? To which 
Phileas anſwered : I beg my pardon ! God torbid : 
do not hearken to that unhappy man. So far from 
deſiring that the ſentence which condemns me to die 


ſhould be revoked, that on the contrary, I have but 


moſt humble thank: to give to the emperor, and to you, 


Lord, for my entering to day into the poſſeſſion of a 
kingdom which Jeſus Chriſt is pleaſed to ſhare with 
me. In ſaying this he departed from the palace. 
When he was come to the place where he was to be 
executed, he ſtrerched out his hands towards the eaſt, 


and lifting up his voice, he faid : my little children, 


© my well beloved, you who ſeek God fincercly, 


* hearken to me. Watch over your hearts, becauſe 


the enemy is continually going about you, ſeeking 
his prey, and ſome.heart that he may devour, As 
* to our parts, we have as yet ſuffered nothing; but 
&« we are going to begin to ſuffer ; we begin to be diſ- 
6 ciples of Jeſus Chriſt, My dear brethren, obſerve 
exactly the commandments of our Lord Jeſus 
185 Chriſt, Join us, my dear brethren, let us pray 
together to that incomprehenſible Being, that pure 
„ Being, without any mixture, and without any im- 
perfection, who is ſeated above the cherubims, who 
has made all things, who is the beginning and the 
end of all things, and to whom belong glory and ho- 


nour in all eges. Amen. He finiſhed his life with 


his laſt word, and the executioners having immediately 
cut off his head, they likewiſe cut off the head of Pi- 
loromus. And theſe two holy fouls, abandoning their 
bodies, - went to unite themſelves to Jeſus Chriſt, who 
lives and reigns with the Father and the Holy Ghoit 
for ages of ages. Amen. | |

ing which they ſhut up the churches, and the prieſts 
of Jeſus Chriſt, were reduced to this ſtrange extremi- 
ty, either to give incenſe to the falſe Gods, or to quit 
their lives in puniſhments. | 
The bleſſed Qzirinus at that time was Biſhop of 

Stſeia in the upper Pannonia, Maximus, lieutenant 
of the governor, ſent ſoldiers to ſeize him. The ſaint 
having had notice of it, went out of the city, and as 
he was ſeeking ſome place of retreat, he was taken 
and led to Maximus, Where were you fleeing, ſays 
that magiſtrate to him, when my people arreſted you ? 
Ihe holy biſhop anſwered, I did not flee, I only obey- 
ed the orders of my maſter : for it has been ſaid to 
us: if we are perſecuted in one city, retire into ano- 

ther. Maximus : who is that maſter whom you fo 
well obey-? Quirinus: that maſter is Jeſus Chriſt, who 
is alſo true God. Maximus ; and do you know that 
the orders of the emperors are extended every where; 
they would have found you in what place ſoever you 
Had been hidden; and he whom you call the true 
God could never have prevented your falling into our 
hands, as indeed he has not been able to guard you 
now from them. Quirinus: the God whom we adore 
is always with us; and in what place ſoever we arc, 
he can aſſiſt us: he was with me when I was arreſted, 
and now that I ſpeak to you, he fortifies me, he en- 
courages me, and it is he that anſwers you by my 
mouth. Maximus : by theſe long diſcourſes you ſeek 
only to diſpenſe yourſelf from obeying, or at leaſt to 
delay it ; take hold, read theſe divine characters with 
reſpect, delay no longer to ſubmit to the orders which 
they contain. Quirinus: I do not receive them in 
this manner, becauſe they are full of impiety, and 
contrary to the expreſs order of God ; they oblige his 
ſervants to ſacrifice to your Gods, which. are but 1ma- 
ginary divinities. It is not the ſame with my God, 
he is in heaven, upon earth, and in the ſea ; he is in 
all places, he is above all things, becauſe he 3

and includes all things. Maximus : what fables are 
theſe thou art diſtributing, good man : Let us go, 
with the cenſor in our hands, come, and learn to day 
that there are gods which you do not yet know. You 
will not repent for having obeyed, and that ſubmiſ- 
fion will be better for you than many degrees of intel- 
ligence. Endeavour therefore to perſuade yourſelf of 
the neceſſity of this ſubmiſſion : and if you are not 
yet convinced of the exiſtence of our gods, feign at 
leaſt to be ſo, If you do not, you may expect all ſorts 
of torments, and at laſt a horrible death. Quirinus: 


_ thoſe torments, with which you threaten me, will only 


augment my glory, and that horrible death with which 
you think to terrify me, will only be a paſſage to an 
eternal life, provided I do not render myſelf unworthy 
of it; and in order to avoid this misfortune, I am 
fully reſolved not to obey your emperors, but to obey 
only my God. I do not believe that your gods are 
gods, and therefore I will not burn incenſe upon the 
altar of devils. I know no other altar than that of my 


God, and upon that altar I have offered ſacrifices, 


more than once, of an agrecable odour.

5 
Ar your folly will be dreadful to you, and 
perhaps it may occaſion your death. Believe me, 


ſacrifice to the gods. Quirinus: I do not facrifice to 
devils; for it is written: all the gods of the nations 


are but devils (AN. 95.) Then Maximus cauſed him 
to be beaten with many blows with a ſtick. After 
Quirinus had received them, Maximns ſaid to him: 
open your eyes at laſt, and acknowledge that the gods 
of the empire are omnipotent. This confeſſion Vill 
obtain you a place amongſt the prieſts of Jupiter; but 
if you always perſiſt in your incredulity, I will ſend 
you to the governor of the province, who will give you 
no quarter, and you will be condemned to death with- 
out remiſſion. Quirinus it will then be that I ſhall 
be truly a prieſt, and ſhall perform the ſacred func- 
tions of prieſthood, by offering myſelf in ſacrifice to 
my God. Moreover the firokes which you have or- 


dered to be given me, have done me no iH: I will 


freely deliver myſelf to the greateſt torments, that thoſe 
who are under my conduct may know, that the way 


of ſufferings 1s the ſhorteſt and moſt eaſy road to ar- 


rive at heaven, Maximns : let him be taken to pri- 
ſon, and loaded with chains; we ſhall ſee if that treat- 
ment will render him more wiſe. Quirinus the pri- 


ſon does not freighten me, it can only be to me an 


agreeable abode, ſince I ſhall be there with my God, 
who is always with thoſe who adore him and who 
love him. 

The holy biſhop, being loaded with a large ak, 
was led into priſon. At his entrance into it, he made 
this prayer to God ; I give thee thanks, O Lord, 
becauſe thou haſt been pleaſed that I ſhould ſuffer for 
thee. I beſeech thee, O my God, that all thoſe who 
are detained here, may know that I adore the true 
God, and may believe that there is no other God but 
thee, At midnight the priſon appeared entirely il- 


luminated with a great light; the gaoler full of aſto- 


niſhment went into the "ch: amber "of the ſaint, and 
throwing 
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throwing himſelf at his ſeet, he ſaid to him weeping: 
pray to the Lord that he may grant me mercy, for 
I believe there is no other God but he whom you 
ſerve. The holy þiſhop exhorted him to perſevere, 
and baptiſed him in the name of our Lord Jeſus 
Chriſt, At the end of three days, Maximrns ſent away 
Quit inus into the firft Pannonia, to be judged by A- 
ꝛinantius, and to undergo the laſt puniſhment, con- 
formably to the edict of the emperors. Ls 
When the blefled martyr had entered into Pauno— 

nig, he was conducted from city to city wearing his 
chain, and was ſhewn in that condition to all thoſe 
which are along the Danube. At laſt he was preſent- 
cd to Amantius, as he was returning from Scarabantia. 
But he judged it proper to ſend him before him to 
Sabarta, where he remitted the preparation of his tri- 
al. In the mean time many chriſtian women came 
to the holy biſhop, and brought him all ſorts of re- 
freſliments. And it happened that as he would bleſs 
the bread and wine which they offered him, the chains 
fell off his hands of their own accord, in order to give 
him liberty to make the benediction. After he had 
taken ſomething, and thoſe holy women were retired, 
they obliged him to ſet forward towards Sabaria. 
Bome days after his arrival in that city, Amantius or- 
dered him to be brought into the midit of the theatre. 
1 will have you tell me, ſays he to him, if all that be 
true which is mentioned in the interrogatory which 

cu have given before Maximus ; you ſeem there to 
be furiouſly obſtinate in your ſentiments.

Amantins : I can 
hardly reſolve with myſelf to make you ſuffer at the 
age in which I ſee you are ; I wall firſt try the way of 
mildneſs and perſuaſion ; I wiſh at leaſt that you may 
yield : 1s there nothing in the aſſurance of life which 
I give you that aftects you ; cannot it make you 
change your opinion ? You may make a happy old 
age for yourſelf, obey the edicts, and ſerve the gods, 
Quirinus: let not my age hinder you; the faith which 
| I preſerve inviolable to my God, can render me ſupe- 
rior to the moſt frightful torments. Do not then ex- 
pect that I ſhould retract; neither the ſweets of a 
happy life, nor the horrors of a cruel death, ſhall 
never be able to make me change one ſingle article of 
my belief. My foul is immoveable againit all your 
attacks. Amantius: who makes you run thus to 
death, for being unwilling to ſeem to have ſome de- 
ference to the orders of your prince, and fome reſpect 
for religion. What fury? To chuſe rather to loſe your 
lite, than to fave it by a ſimple diſavowal; fince there 

is ſcarce any man to whom violence need be done to 
| | | | oblige

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oblige him to diſavow a fault he has been guilty of, 
if he can fave his life thereby. Eive, live, and re- 
deem your days by a little ſubmiſſion, and no longer 
ſhew ſo great a repugnance to obey our laws, A- 
ius : a man who ſhould love life, or who ſhould be 
weakened by age, might yield to your diſcourſes ; 
but as to my part, who have learnt of my God, that 
a life which is not ſubject to death is to follow this im- 
mediately, IT am- far from being deluded ; I ſhallarrive 
faithful at the end of my courſe. The condition of 
thoſe perſons of whom you now ſpeak, 1s quite dif- 
ferent from mine: for when they think to prolong 
their life by renouncing their God, they die effectu- 
ally; and I by confeſſing my God, though I. ſeem to 
die, yet I do but advance towards eternal life ; and 
if, in a word, I do not obey your laws, it is becauſe 
I cannot reconcile them to thoſe of Jeſus Chriſt, 
Amantins : ſince you always oppoſe an obſtinate reſiſt- 
ance to all that we have thought proper to ſay to you, 
in order to oblige you to ſubmit to the orders of the 
emperors, you mult ſerve for an example to all chriſ- 
tians, that the kind of your death may retain thoſe in 
their duty who are not yet weary of living like you. 
Therefore after the governor had made the holy. bi- 
ſhop endure ſeveral ſorts of torments, he at laſt cauſed 


a mill ſtone to be hung to his neck, with which he was 


caſt into the river which runs by Sabaria. He was a 
long time ſeen carried upon the water, ſpeaking to the 
people who were upon the bank of the river, and ex- 
horting them to continue faithful to God, without be- 


ing turned from thence by the fear of a like puniſh- 


ment. But at length having begged of God that he 
might be immerſed, he ſank immediately to the bot- 
tom, His body was found a little below the place 
where he was drowned. They withdre him from 
the water, and built a chapel upon the ſhore. In re- 
card of his body, it repoſes in a church near one of the 
gates of the city, to which a great concourſe of peo- 


ple 
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ple reſorts every year. The bleſſed Quirinus, biſhop 

of $;/cza, a martyr of Jeſus Chriſt, ſuffered the 4th of 
June, and was c:owned by our Lord Jeſus Chriſt, to 


whom be honour, glory, and powers for ages of ages, 
Amen.

42 The Ar of St. Peter Balſamus; 
The 4s of St. Peter Bal ſamus, Anno Domini, 317. 
ETER BALSAMUS, originally from the 


environs of Elenrheropolis, having been arreſted 
during the perſecution in the city of Aulana, was pre- 
ſented to Severrs, governor of the province. Sewers: 
ſaid to him: What is your name? Peter: J am called 
Balſamus, by the name of my father, and in baptiſm 
J received that of Peter. Severus: What country and 
family are you of? Peter: I am a chriſtian; Seve- 
+15: What employ have you? Peter: Can I have 
a more honorable employ than that which J have men- 
tioned, and what can a perſon do better in the world, 
than to be a chriſtian? Severus: Have you your fa- 
ther and mother till? Peter: J have neither father 
nor mother, Sewers: You do not ſpeak the truth; 
for-I am credibly informed that you have them both, 
Peter: The witel requires, that when we are called 
to give a reaſon of our faith, we renounce all things, 
Severus: Have yora knowledge of certain ordinances 
of the emperors? Peter: I have a knowledge of the 
_ ordinance of my God, who is the true and ſovereign 
monarch- of the world. Severus: You ſhall know 
then, that there is an edict of the moſt clement empe- 
rors, which implies that all chrifiians ſhall ſaerifice to 
the gods, or be puniſhed with death. Peter: You 
- ſhall know then alſo, - that there is a commandment of 
the Great Eternal King, which implies, that if any 
one ſacrifice to te devil, he ſhall: be exterminated. 
Which do you counſel me to obey, and which of the 
two do you think I ought to chuſe, whether to die by 
your hands, or to fall into thoſe of the Great King, 
of the True Ged, and to be eternally unhappy ? Ce 
vers: Since you-alk me my. counſel, I will tell you, 
that you ought to obey the edits, and ſacrifice to the 
gods. Peter : ] cannot reſolve to ſacrifice to gods of 
wood and ſtone, as thoſe are which you adore. Ce- 


werus : You offend us; and do you know that I can

avenge this injury by your death? Peter: I had no 
intention to offend you, I only tell you what is written 
in the divine law. 'The idols of the nations, ſays it, 


are but gold and filver, the work of mens hands. They 


have a mouth, eyes, a noſe, hands, and feet; and they 
can neither ſpeak, ſec, ſmell, touch, nor walk. And.it 
ſays afterwards : that thoſe who make ſuch gods, ſhail 
become like them, as well as thoſe who put their con- 


fidence in them. (Pf 113.) If the Holy Ghoſt 


makes his prophet ſay this, what injury do I do you, 
by ſaying, that you are like ſtones and wood ; and 
ſhould it not rather be me that ought to be offended, 
becauſe you would make me like you? Severus « Have 
compaſſion of yourſelf, and ſacrifice, Peter : To have 
a true compaſſion of myſelf, I muſt not ſacrifice, nor 
ſtray from the truth. But becauſe you are not illu- 
minated with the light of faith, you neither defere to 
my words, nor to the divine law, which forbids ſuch 
ſacrifices, do what you are ordered. Severus: I am 
very willing to have paticnce ſtill, I give you time to 
think on yourſelf; that is, to think on ſaving your 
life. Peter: That delay is unprofitable, time will 
never make me change. Do then now, what you will 
be obliged to do in a littie, and finith the work which 
the devil, thy father, has ſo well begun; for I ſhajl 
never do what thou wouldſt perſuade me to do; which 
Jeſus Chriſt, my Lord, whom I adore, will not per- 
mit me. ; | 
The governor making him be hung up 1n the air, 
ſaid to him: What ſayeſt thou now, Peter? doſt thou 
begin to know what the rack is? Ah, well, wilt thou 
lacrifice ? Peter add ſtill iron claws, and ſpeak to 
me no more of ſacrificing to your devils : I have told 
you fo many times, that I ſacrifice only to my God, 
tor whoſe love I ſuffer. The governor made his tor- 
ments be augmented. The ſaint gave not the leaſt 
groan, He only ſang theſe words of the prophet: I 
have aſked one thing of the Lord, and will atk ne 
| bim 
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him continually ; which is to dwell in the houſe of 
the Lord all the days of my life. What ſhall I return 
to the Lord for all the benefits which he has granted 
me? I will take the cup of ſalvation, and J will invoke 
the name of the Lord. (Pf. 26.) J Fhis mild indifference 
which the faint ſhewed for his puniſhments, provoked 
the governor ſo much, that he made other execu- 
tioners advance, who came to relieve the firſt. Thoſe 
who were preſent, ſeeing the blood flow upon the pave- 
ment, cried out to him: Yield, be not loſt, ſacrifice, 
and free thyſelf from theſe horrible torments. The 
Holy martyr anſwered them: Do you call theſe tor- 
ments, as to my part, I feel no pain, But I know if 
1 ſhould want fidelity to my God, I ought then to ex- 
pect real pains, and inconceivable torments. The go- 
vernor faid to him: Peter Balſamus, ſacrifice, or you 
fhall repent ii. Peter: I will not ſacrifice ; neither 
fhall I repent it. Severus - F am going to pronounce 
ſentence againſt you. Peter: That is what I impati- 
ently expect. Then Scherus pronounced this ſentence: 
We ordain that Peter Balſamus, for having refuſed to 
obey the edicts of the invincible emperors, and ſhewn 
a plain contempr of their orders, and for having obſh- 
nately defenced the law of the crucified, ſhall himſelf 
be fixed to a croſs. Thus that bleſſed athlet of Jeſus 
Chriſt had the honor to exyire in the ſame puniſhment 
as his God and divine maſter, Tbs 


A ſport account of St. Paſchal. Raylon, put in he Ca- 
tendar on the 19th of May, by Pius VI. March 13, 


ASCHAL BAYLONMN was born of poor and 
| pious parents in the town. of the beautiful tower 
Siguenza in the dioceſe of Aragon, and in his tender 
years gave many tokens of future ſanctity. Being en- 
dowed with an excellent wit, and very ſtudjous of 


hea- 
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heavenly things, he ſpent his childhood and his youth 
in tending the flocks: which manner of living he there- 
fore chiefly loved, becauſe, in the firſt place, he 
thought it profitable and ſuitable to nouriſh humility, 
and to preſerve innocence. He was moderate in vic- 
tuals, aſſiduous in prayer, and had gained ſo great an 
authority amongſt his cotemporaries and companion, 
that by compoting their diſterencis, correcting their 


miſtakes, inſtructing their ignorance, and rouling their 


ſloth, he was reſpected with the greateſt affection, and 


loved as the father and maiter ot all. He was called 


bleſſed even then by the moſt part. But he who had 
ſprung up ſo bappily in the world, even in a deſert 
and waterleſs land, a flower of the vallics, planted in 
the houſe of the Lord, ſpread every where a wonderful 
odour of ſanctity. Therefore Paſchal having brought 
himſelf to the cuſtom of a more ſevere lite, and bein 
admitted into the order of the Diſcalced Minors of the 
ſtricter obſervance, he rejoiced as a giant to run his 
courſe, and yielding himſelf entirely to the Lord to be 
cultivated, he conſidered day and night by what means 
he might conform himſelf more and more to him. 
Thus it happened in a ſhort time, that they alſo who 
were more advanced, propoſed him to themſelves to 
be imitated as an example of ſeraphic perfection. But 
le put himſelf iu the humble ation of .ervants, eſteem- 
ing himſelf as the dregs of all, and undertaking the 
moſt difficult and abject ſervices of the houſe with the 
greateſt cheartulneſs, as due to him by a certain pecu- 
liar right, he performed them with humility and ſuf- 
izred them with patience. He afflicted the fleſh, when 
it would ſometimes reſiſt the ſpirit, by a continual 
mortification, and reduced it into ſervitude ; | ut he 
carried his mind daily, being the more fervent by an 
afiduous ſelf-denial, to thoſe things which were be- 
fore him : He honoured the bleſſed Virgin mother of 
God by daily ſervices, and prayed to her with a filial 
confidence? às his mother, to whoſe protection he _ 
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voted himſelf from his infancy. But it is difficult to 
expreſs, how 'ardent an affection of devotion he poſ- 
ſeſſed towards the moſt blefled Sacrament of the Eu— 


chariſt, which he ſeemed to retain even when dead and 


in a corpſe ; for whilſt he laid in the coffin, he opened 


and ſhut his eyes twice at the elevation of the ſacred | 
Hoſt, to the great admiration of all that were preſent, 


He profeſſed the truth of that holy My ſtery publicly 
and openly amongſt heretics, and ſuffered many and 
grievous things for the ſame cauſe, being even fre- 
quently reduced to death, but was delivered from the 
hands of the impious by a fingular providence of God, 


He was often deprived of all his ſenſes during his pray- 


er, and languiſhed in a ſweet fainting of love, at which 
time he was thought to have drawn that heavenly 
ſcience, by which an ignorant and unlearned man wa 
enabled to reſolve queſtions upon the moſt difficult 
myſteries of faith, and even to write ſome books. At 
length being full of merits, he happily paſled to the 
Lord, at the ſame hour as he had toretold, in the year 
of ſalvation, 1592, on the 17th of May, the fame feſti- 
val of Pentecoit returning in whjch he was born, being 
52 years of age. With which virtues and others being 
illuſtrious, and eminent with miracles, as well in his 
life-time as after his death, Paul V. chief bithop, 
named him bleſſed, and Alexander VIII. inſcribed 
him in the catalogue of Saints. |
